ren P. Knowles, declaring that 
campus disorders are politically 
motivated, urged today the en- 
actment of special legislation to 
deal with unruly protesters. 


Knowles submitted a special 


request to the Legislature as 900 
National Guard troops stood 
firmly poised for duty in the 
event violence erupted on the 
s t rike-plagued University of 
Wisconsin campus. 


Knowles, 
who ordered 
the 


troops to duty Wednesday after 
three 
days 
of disturbances, 


stopped short of saying the 
d e m o n strations were Com- 
munist inspired. "There's some- 
thing behind this whole move- 
ment," the Republican governor 
said. "It's being directed by 
someone who has different ide- 
ologies than we have." 


But, Knowles added, he could 


"not make the charge that it's 
Communist inspired because I 
have no proof." 


All was quiet on the campus 


Wednesday night when Knowles 
ordered the Guardsmen to duty. 
They were encamped at the 
Dane County coliseum and the 
state armory, each within 15 
minutes' driving distance of the 
33,000-student campus. 


About 2,000 student protesters 


kept harried city police and dep- 
uty sheriffs busy

class period making — yogurt. 


The opinions, which 
may 


leave l o c a l stores selling 
yogurt devoid of sixth-grade 
customers, were along the 
same line. They did not like 
it. 


Two of the youngsters, Lisa 


Petersen 
and Sue Dresser, 


were responsible for putting 
together the ingredients, one 
quart skim milk, one cup of 
non-instant powdered s k i m 


milk and four teaspoonfuls of 
yogurt culture. 


While Sue recognized 
the 


food as "healthful," she ad- 
mitted the >ogurt "was rather 
soupy and it tasted like cotta- 
ge cheese. If you don't like 
cottage cheese, you can im- 
agine what this tasted like. 


"I think we did very well 


under class conditions," she 
defended. 


The class is taught by team 


teachers, Mrs. Evelyn O'Neil 
and Mrs. Vera Tipler.

Three American military men 
later were decorated for helping 
Lee escape. 


South Korean authorities said 


today that Lee, former vice 
president of the North Korean 
Central News Agency, slipped 
out of Seoul Jan. 27 carrying a 
forged passport and wearing a 
false moustache and a wig. 


Press reports said he was tak- 


en off a plane in Saigon four 
days later while trying to get to 
Phnom Penh, Cambodia.

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'Non-Negotiable' Demands 


It has become abundantly evident to all 


who will see that there has been no 
incident ui the history of the University of 
Wisconsin that contains such peril for the 
institution as the arrogance of the minority 
of students in the presentation of what they 
called "non-negotiable" demands upon the 
administration. 


As Maurice Pasch and Walter Renk, 


among the regents, have said explicitly, and 
Chancellor Edwin Young has made clear by 
implication, no self-respecting institution, 
and especially one that glories in the 
traditions of democracy and free inquiry of 
the University of Wisconsin, can tolerate 
for A moment such insurrection, to use a 
precisely correct word for it. 


We regret that some of these unpardon- 


ably rude declarations have come from 
students who pretend to speak for the 
black community. For if there is a latent 
racism in this state, as they maintain, there 
is nothing more sure to make it surface 
than the absurd pretension that the black 
minority on the campus should have the 
right to set up its own curriculum and hire 
and fire professors, among other presump- 
tuous ideas that would not be tolerated for 
an instant by any self-respecting or effec- 
tive educational institution on earth. 


Not only must these deluded young 


people lose, but the misfortune is that they 
will damage a distinguished school as their 
inane revolution sputters out, as it will and 
must. 


There are some commentators who 


believe that a more firm attitude on the part 
of the university administration which they 
believe they perceive today relates to the 
fact that the legislature is in session, that it 
is observing the campus absurdities from 
its vantage point in the state capitol only a 
mile distant from the university, that it 
confronts the 
most difficult financing 


problem in the modern history of the state, 
and that there are men in that body who 
will be tempted to retaliate for the campus 
disturbances through budget pruning. 


They may well be right. Our own 


impression is that the average citizen of 
Wisconsin, and especially that one in the 
middle earning bracket who is paying 
painfully heavy taxes and fatalistically 
regards 
the prospect 
of even 
deeper 


extractions from his purse, is growing 
impatient with what he has seen and heard 
about goings - on among the students in 
Madison. 


We may remind him that these juvenile 


rebels, noisy and irritating as they are, 
represent only a tiny minority of the 
students enrolled. We have made the point 
before. But it is increasingly evident that it 
is not understood by the body politic, and 
that the impatience and resentment in the 
ranks is being communicated to public 
officials at Madison. We fear, moreover, 
that this irresponsible minority is fully 
aware of such developments, and that its 
motivation is not reform, but destruction. 


Chinese Persecuted in Indonesia 


After the failure of an 
attempted 


Communist coup in Indonesia in Septem- 
ber, 1965, Chinese nationals and even those 
who were citizens of Indonesia 
were 


massacred by both government troops and 
mobs of Moslems. Although the 
new 


government is pro-Western 
and trying 


desperately to repair the economic damage 
wrought by ex-president Sukarno, 
the 


antagonisms against the Chinese have not 
disappeared. 


It is quite true that some of the three 


million Chinese in Indonesia actively sup- 
ported the Communist cause and gave 
money to the Red Partai Kommunis 
Indonesia. Entirely aside from any ideo- 
logical tics, a lot of Chinese — and 
Indonesians — believed that Indonesia's 
future lay in friendship with Peking since 
Sukarno obviously felt that way and he was 
for years the idol of the nation. It well may 
be that underground 
some Chinese in 


Indonesia are working for the Communist 
cause and the overthrow of the present 
regime. 


But the real opposition to the Chinese in 


Indonesia, as in so many Asian nations, is 
that they have become tremendously suc- 
cessful in business and industry. Only three 
per cent of the population is Chinese but 
some government officials claim that they 
control 80 per cent of the money. The 
energetic, business-minded Chinese have 
tended to look down on the more easy- 
going Indonesians who also usually lack the 
education which the Chinese have. In 
addition, Indonesia has a sect of fanatical 
Moslems who would just as soon wipe out 
everybody else on religious as well as racial 
grounds. 


Last fall two Indonesian marines were 


convicted of espionage in Singapore. The 
charges dated from the time that Sukarno 
ruled and had announced he would "crush 
Malaysia," of which Singapore was then a 
part. The marines were executed and 
rioting against the Chinese in Indonesia 
began again, especially in Surabaja, the 
second largest Indonesian city where more 
than 300,000 Chinese live. Chinese stores 
were looted and burned, Chinese houses 
were invaded and the residents attacked. 
The government did not announce the 
number of Chinese casualties. The usual 
Chinese protection, 
Indonesian marines 


headquartered at a naval base at Surabaja 
and who presumably get a payoff for the 
protection, this time refrained since the 
Indonesians executed in Singapore were 
marines. Military authorities warned that if 
there was evidence that any Chinese was 
actively helping the Communists, "then I 
will say that all of you are guilty." 


Communism may be a big threat to Asia 


especially since Communists are in control 
of the vast mainland of China. But it is also 
used as an excuse for just about anything. 
The Huks on Luzon use it to justify their 
life of banditry. The Indonesians use it to 
persecute any Chinese who has managed to 
be financially better off than most Indone- 
sians. These racial and religious antag- 
onisms which have been in effect for 
centuries arc something Americans failed 
to recognize in many of their relations with 
Asians. Fortunately there does seem to be a 
growing awareness in Washington that all 
tlie conflicts in the world arc not merely 
between Communists and non-Communists. 


Amphetamines Are Dangerous Drugs 


Last fall the United States Congress 


added the amphetamines to the list of 
dangerous drugs which can be dispensed 
only upon a doctor's prescription. The law 
makes it a felony illicitly to manufacture, 
distribute or possess the 
amphetamines 


along with depressants such as barbituates 
and hallucinogens such as LSD. But what is 
it that encourages youth to experiment 
with such drugs? 


The problem has become 
especially 


acute in Sweden, certainly not a country of 
the 
underprivileged 
or the desperate. 


Sweden has banned the sale of the central 
rervous system stimulants but government 
officials 
estimate 
that perhaps 10.000 


young people between the ages of 17 and 30 
are obtaining the drugs from smugglers 
from West Germany and other nearby 
countries which permit their sale. At first 
Sweden requested that the 1961 Interna- 
tional Narcotics Convention broaden its 
responsibilities to include the ampheta- 
mines. Currently the convention requires 
signatory nations to impose strict controls 
over drugs derived from opium, cocoa leaf 
and hemp. But other members, including 
the United States, objected to the widening 
of the categories on the grounds that it 
would hamper control of the more dan- 
gerous narcotics. Instead members of the 
United 
Nations 
Narcotics 
Commission 


agreed to ask their governments to impose 
stricter controls over the amphetamines. 


The amphetamines were originally intro- 


duced medically to combat sleepiness and 
mild depression, control appetite, relieve 
excessive fatigue and combat narcolepsy, 
an overwhelming compulsion for sleep. 
Students studying for exams soon became 
the best customers. But they were also used 
by people who had to drive — or even fly 
— over long periods of time. Before 
stricter 
controls 
were 
imposed, 
some 


Americans alternated using amphetamines 
to stay awake and barbituates to go to 
sleep. The Swedish students have discover- 
ed that massive doses of the amphetamines 
produce a spirit of well being. They are 
also being used extensively by thieves and 
burglars so they can commit their crimes 
while most of the rest of the population is 
sound asleep. 


The various drugs — amphetamines, 


barbituates, 
tranquilizers, perhaps even 


LSD — have their medical value. But their 
abuse, especially by young people, is 
frightening. 
It represents a desperate 


effort to escape an admittedly confusing 
world. It is a form of withdrawal more 
dangerous than that of the hippies, perhaps 
even an unconscious move toward suicide. 


The problem is medical and one of 


police control. But in a deeper sense it is 
basically spiritual for it indicates a lack of 
purpose, of identity, of meaning in life. It's 
a growing problem with serious conse- 
quences.

Washington Insight - 
Liberal Intellectuals Blamed 


For Johnson Period Failures

WASHINGTON - The liber- 


al intellectuals have been beat- 
ing up on Pat Moynihan re- 
cently. So it is time for those 
of us who have learned from 
him to bear witness. 


Superficially the attacks are 


occasioned by a book Moyni- 
han wrote on the poverty 
program — "Maximum Feas- 
ible Misunderstanding." The 
green-eyed monster also has 
an undoubted part to play, as 
it seems to offend the critics 
most that Moynihan, a liberal 
Democrat, accepted Richard 
Nixon's offer to be his special 
assistant for urban affairs.
